The gentlemen who are favoring 
wholesale reductions should re- 
member that it will require just so 
much money to pay the interest 
upon the bonded debt of the city, 
to which purpose the license 
tax must be dedicated. and 
if the council fails to raise that 
amount from licenses the deficit 
will have to be made good from 
some other source, and it will be 
well to study the question a little

THE BRIDGE 

Will be Thrown Open for Vehi- 
cle Travel To-day. 

After several days of dick- 
ering and cross firing the Bridge 
Committee and Mr. Cowing, the 
representative of the King Bridge 
Company, have come to an under- 
standing and the bridge will likely 
be thrown open for vehicle travel 
this afternoon. The committee 
agrees to pay over to the company 
all of the unpaid balance upen 
the contract except $5,000, which 
is to be retained by the city and 
•county until the old piers are re- 
.moved from the river, and Mr. 
Cowing is to turn over the btidge 
at once. This agreement, of 
•course, is to be approved by the 
City Council yid County Court. 
The council met last night to act 
on the matter and the County 
Court meets this morning. 

Workmen were busy yesterday 
relaying the floor, where it had 
been removed to take stone from 
the old piers, clearing off the rub 
bish and removing the engine used 
in hoisting heavy weights, so that 
•everything is now ready for the 
word to be given when wagons, 
carriages and vehicles of all 
kinds will begin to stream across 
the new structure. . 



Will lluu To-day. 

One of the electric generators 
at the power house is up and 
<ready for use, the cars will arrive 
from the factory this morning and 
it is expected to have them run- 
ning this afternoon. 

Persons wishing to go to the 
cemetery to morrow can ride from 
any part of the city to the ceme 
tery gate. The generator now up 
will give all the power necessary 
to operate the cars, but another 
has been purchased and is being 
placed in position, so that it can 
be used in case of an accident to 
the other at anytime in the future. 



To Shorten Time. 

In order to meet sharp compe- 
tition for eastern passenger traffic, 
the Chesapeake & Ohio railroad 
will in a short time reduce running 
time between Louisville and New 
York so as to land passengers in 
that city two hours earlier. The 
change in the schedule will consist 
in a reduction of the number of 
stops between Louisville and this 
city so as to bring the running 
time, which is now two hours and 
eight minutes.down to less than two 
hours, while the balance of the 
time will be gained between this 
city and Huntington.

A COLLISION. 



Saturday evening. about 7 
o'clock, an alarm of fire was sent 
in from box 14, occasioned by a 
small blaze in one of the Halm- 
humber houses, on Logan street.

Mr. James 
Metz, one of the countrymen, I 
was just in line with the wheels 
on the left side and the wagon 
came in contact with his horse, 
one of the front wheels passing 
between its hind legs, cutting one 
of them fearfully. Mr. George 
Brawner was thrown from the 
wagon by the shock and had his 
leg cut in the fall, but Metz kept 
his seat on his horse, although 
a jug of mol-sses he was carrying 
was broken and a lot of groceries 
scattered upon the street. It was 
at first thought his horse's leg was 
broken, but after allowing him to 
stand awhile he got his foot to the 
ground and was able to go on 
home. 

Old Creed, the fire horse, a big 
powerful fellow, was going at such 
a clip that he could not be stopped 
for half a square, but when he 
did come to a standstill it was 
found that the cross bar of the 
shafts was broken and the wagon 
too much disabled to go on to the 
fire. Fortunately the blaze did 
not amount to much and a neigh- 
bor came along at that time say 
ing it was all out. 

Had the hose wagon been sup 
plied with a gong the accident 
might not have happened. As 
no arlarm was sounded from the 
tower bell, people in the vicinity 
were not aware that there was a 
fire until the wagon dashed up the 
street, and a gong on the wagon 
would have enabled the fire boys 
to warn them out of the way.

Light On a Mvstcrv. 

The following was held over 
from the 3ast wetk's letter of our 
Pea Ridge correspondent : 

The following bit of history 
throws some light on what was 
regarded as a mysterious Case: 

"You see, I hoofed it from 
Lexington to Frankfort and got a 
job cleaning brick and waiting on 
masons. It was at a distillery 
where a house filled with whisky 
had fallen down. While tearing 
down and rebuilding the wall a 
plank sloping trom the scaffold to 
the second story was used to slide 
the brick down. 

Coming back from dinner one 
day I saw one of the men go 
through the hole in the wall and 
roll a barrel of whisky up the 
plank, take out the bung and 
drink. Seeing me, he invited me 
to join him, which I did, and after 
drinking what we wanted we filled 
up a water bucket, which we divid- 
ed with the other workmen. 
When that was gone we filled it 
again, not only . that day but 
every day until the hole in the 
wall was closed. Besides what 
we drank, I suppose there was 
25 or 30 of us, nearly every one 
of us carried home a dinner 
bucket full every night, besides 
the number of bottles and tomato 
canfuls that we gave away to those 
who we not so lortunately placed 
as we were. 

Finally the masons built up the 
hole in the wall, much to our 
regret, but we managed to fill up 
several old powder kegs which 
lasted us some time. Then 
the other end of the house was 
torn down and rebuilt, during 
which time we did the same as at 
the other end of the building. 

One day soon after the wall was 
finished some iron gratings were 
sent to fix in the holes in the wall. 
One of the holes was used for the 
workmen to conceal their tool* in 
at night. Looking through the 
hole one evening I saw a man 
under the floor with an auger, he 
called to me to bring him a buck- 
et. I crawled under with the 
bucket and he bored several holes 
through the floor until he struck 
a barrel of whisky, he drew out 
the auger and I held the bucket 
and it was soon filled. We plugged 
up the auger hole with a stick 
and carried out the bucket and 
divided it. 

I was coming out with a bucket 
of liquor one day just as the Gov- 



so I put the bucket down. "What 
are you doing under there?" said 
he. "Went to get this shovel," 
said I, and picked up a shovel and 
showed him. "AH right," said he, 
and went on. 

We used that hole under the 
floor as long as I worked there. 
When one barrel gave out we 
tapped another and we put no 
less than a thousand holes in the 
floor, for many times we would 
strike, the iron hoops on the 
barrel with the auger and have to 
to bore again. 

After being so nearly caught 
by the storekeeper we had a code 
of signals. "Bring my shovel," 
meant stay under, the storekeeper 
x by. "Bring my hammer, " 
meant^ all clear, bring out the 
liquor. 

e months after my job was 
finished I met a friend of mine in 
Lexington who to d me there was 
a lot of trouble at Frankfort about 
lot of whisky that had evapo- 
rated at some distillery and that 
everal judges, storekeepers, col- 
lectors and others had been ex- 
amining i s to the cause of 20 or 30 
i evaporating from some 
barrels while others near by lost 
only a gallon or'two. Finally 
some of the big men in the reve- 
nue service came on from Wash- 
ington and held a big investigation 
and succeeded in proving that 
quite a number of the barrels 
were not as full as they might 
have bten. Some of the wit- 
nesses said it was leakage and 
some said it was evaporation. He 
said that it cost about $20,000 to 
get out rf it, but whether the 
Government paid that much to 
the distiller for the loss of his 
whisky or the distiller paid that 
amount to the Government for 
tax I didn't inquire, because I 
cared nothing about it. As re 
gards the evidence for the evapo- 
ration theory, it was proved by so 
many respectable witnesses that I 
am not willing to dispute the mat 
ter. It might have been caused in 
that manner to some extent, but 
my opinion is, with all due respect 
to the evaporation party, that 
some of the loss at least was due 
to leakage.
